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MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 8 (AP)—A 
rare clash of hurricanes was in 
the making over the Atlantic to- 
day but it appeared their spar- 
ring began too late to spare Ber- 
muda a heavy blow. 

The British vacation isle 700 
miles southeast of New York was 
advised to take full hurricane 
precautions as the giant storm 
named “Easy” curved toward it 
with 150-mile winds. 

Another hurricane, “Fox,” con- 
taining 100-mile winds, was mov- 
ing’ at 20 to 24 miles an hour 
and curving on a path that would 
place it ahead of Easy, which it 
has followed for three days. The 
centers of the two hurricanes 
now are about 600 miles apart. 

Grady Norton, chief storm 
forecaster in the Miami Weather 
Bureau, said the outer circula- 
tion of the two hurricanes “are 
very close together.” In theory, 
a collision of hurricanés would 
cause one to revolve around the 
other in a counter-clockwise di- 
rection. 

If the theory proved true in 
practice—and it has never been 
proved because hurricanes have 
never been known to collide— 
“Fox” would roll over the’ top 
of “Easy,” while the larger 
storm would shift its course to- 
ward the southeast to revolve un- 
der “Fox.” 

Norton believed the center of 
the hurricane would pass near 
Bermuda before noon tomorrow.

(AP)—Four Pan American flight 
hostesses and four stewards went 
on a stand-up strike today.

Unearned Credit Given, 
Report Charges — Ath- 
letics Director Got Ap- 
plications First — Ad- 
ministration Censured.

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 8 — 
Grades of high school athletes 
seeking admission to the College 
of William and Mary have been 
faked in the school’s athletic de- 
partment, and college athletes 
have been given unearned cred- 
its in physical education, the col- 
lege board of visitors disclosed 
today in a report censuring the 
administration. 

Administrative officials were 
taken to task for failure to han- 
dle the situation “with dispatch.” 

For. years, it was disclosed, 
many applications for admission 
to the college have been handled 
first by the office of the ath- 
letics director and then delivered 
to the admissions committee for 
review. 

The eight-page report said evi- 
dence had been discovered that 
transcripts of the grades of five 
high school students had been 
tampered with. “The retyping 
was evidently done on the same 
typewriter, which was located in 
the women’s lounge of Blow Gym- 
nasium in June 1951,” the board 
announced, adding that evidences. 
of other similar irregularities 
were apparent, 

It was found that nine students 
had been granted unearned cred- 
its in the department of physical 
education in the last two years. 

“The only thing that appears to 
have been done by the adminis- 
tration of the college with refer- 
ence to the alleged alteration of 
high school records,” the report 
stated, “was the changing of the 
system so that. these records 
would no longer pass through the 
office of the director of athletics 
or the department. of physical 
education, but would come di- 
rectly to the office of the chair- 
man of the admissions commit- 
tee and remain there until final- 
ly reviewed and processed.” 

Rum of an athletics scandal 
at lam ahd Mary have been 
current for some time. Although 
Dean Nelson Marshall was in- 
vestigating the athletics and 
physical education departments 
when the board of visitors met on 
the campus at Williamsburg, Va., 
last May 26, the report pointed 
out, no mention of irregularities 
was made to the board. 

Instead, President. John E. 
Pomfret recommended that R. 
N. (Rube) McCray, athletics di- 
rector and head football coach, 
be promoted from an associate to 
a full professorship. The board 
accordingly promoted McCray. 

But the faculty was not satis- 
fied, and began an investigation 
of its own, When McCray was 
summoned to answer charges of 
granting unearned. credits and 
falsifying high school :transcripts, 
he replied by tendering his resig- 
nation last July 7. Bernard 
Wilson, head football 
coach, likewise resigned. 

Rumors persisted and finally 
Oscar L. Shewmake, rector of 
the board of visitors, called thé 
board into special session to look 
into the situation. Today’s meet- 
ing was the third held for this 
purpose. 

The board learned that in the 
fall of 1949, J. Wilfred Lambert, 
chairman of the admissions com- 
mittee, had uncovered evidence 
that five students had been ad- 
mitted to the college on _ the 
basis of altered grade transcripts. 

The five students who received 
this irregular assistance did not 
do well. Three flunked out; a 
fourth has been suspended; the 
fifth.is now on “academic warn- 
ing.” it was brought out. 

“This entire situation is one 
which could and should have been 
handled with dispatch by the ad- 
ministrative officers of the col- 
lege,” the board concluded. “As 
a result of its investigation, the 
board is convinced that the mal- 
practices have been discontinued 
and that they will not reoccur.”’

Yanks to Stay ‘in and 
About Japan’ After Oc- 
cupation Ends to Main- 
tain Security in Far 
East. :

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8 (AP) 
—Japan signed a security treaty 
with tne Uniteg States today giv- 
ing this country the right to 
maintain “land, air and sea forces 
in and“about Japan” after the 
Allied occupation is ended by 
the peace treaty. 


The text of the treaty was 


made public here simultaneously 
with the opening of the signing 
ceremony at the San Francisco 
Presidio, headquarters of the 
Sixth Army. 


The treaty provides that dur- 
ing the time American forces are 
stationed. in Japan, that nation 
will not grant “without the prior 
consent” of the United States any 
bases or any rights to any third 
power for military purposes. 

Key Provision of Pact. 
The key article of the brief 


pact states 


“Japan grants, and the United 
States of America accepts the 
right, upon coming into force of 
the treaty of peace and of this 
treaty to dispose United States 
land, aif and sea forces in and 
about Japan. 

“Such forces may be _ utilized 
to contfibute to the maintenance 
of international ce and secu- 
rity in the Far and to the 


attack from without, including 
assistance given ‘at the express 
request of the Japanese govern- 
ment to put down large-scale in- 
ternal riots and disturbances in 
Japan caused through instigation 
or intervention by: an outside 
power or powers.” 

The treaty provides for “ad- 
ministration agreements” to be 
made between Tokyo and Wash- 
ington for the disposition ‘ of 
American forces in and about 
Japan. It does not specify any 
specific bases. 

A preamble to the treaty de- 
clared that when peace becomes 
effective—after the peace treaty. 
signed today has been ratified— 
disarmed Japan will not have the 
means to defend itself. 

Therefore, it is stated, “Japan 
desires a security treaty with the 
United States of America to come 
into force simultaneously” with 
the peace treaty. 


Japan to Assume Resfonsibility. 
It is further provided in the 
preamble that “Japan will itself 
increasingly assume regponsibility 
for its own defense against direct 
and indirec. aggression, always 
avoiding any armament which 
could be an offensive threat” or 
serve other than the principles 
of the United Nations. ’ 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, Ambassador John Foster 
Dulles, Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Senator Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, signed 
for the United States. Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida signed 
for Japan. 1 
Acheson hailed the treaty as a 
means “to bulwark freedom with 
military strength.”

ARTICLE I. 


Japan grants, and the United 
States of America accepts the 
right, upon the coming into force 
of the treaty of peace and this 
treaty, to d se United States 
land, air and sea forces in and 
about Japan. Such forces may 
be utilized to contribute to 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security in the Far 
\East and to the security of Japan 
against armed attack from with- 
out, including assistance given at

4¢6P PE hasn't enough to eat, cannot 
buy new clothes, cannot feed his 
family and cannot pay for a de- 
cent dwelling. He is either a beggar or 
on the brink of destitution.’” _ 

The average American wage-earner will 
have trouble recognizing himself from this 
pathetic picture, but that is how Pravda 
recently described his plight to Ivan Ivano- 
vich, his Russian counter-part. The rural 
American, of course, fares a little worse. 

“The whole world knows the fate of more 
than 20,000,000 American farmers—poverty, 
hunger, unconcealed slavery,” Ivan read in 
Literaturnaya Gazeta. “Millions of farmers 
who have been brought to ruin, called ‘mi- 
grants’ in the U.S.A., are continually on the 
move throughout the country in search of 
food and shelter.” 

Most miserable, ho'vever, are American 
children. They are being sold. 

“Traffic in children is_ particularly 
widespread in the United States,” Radio 
Moscow told Ivan not long ago. “One 
can always find advertisements in the 
United ._ States press in which parents 
brought to a state of despair announce 
that they are selling their children. The 
reason for the scale of this appalling 
business is the great demand for cheap 
child labor which costs very tittle and is 
very profitable for the capitalists.” 

These are not isolated sounds in the Rus- 
sian night. They are routine chords of a 
fantastic propaganda symphony dinned 
daily into Soviet ears. To listeners who 
hear little or nothing else, they reveal an

It is edsy to laugh off such a picture of | 
America. It is also a grave mistake. For 
barring possible inroads by the Voice of | 
America, this is the only America Ivan 
knows. And his conception of us has been | 
so artfully solidified since World War II | 
that it is not likely to fade each time the | 
Kremlin finds it expedient to softpedal its | 
international tough talk. 

Right now, Ivan has been hearing, con- 
ditions in the United States are particu- 
larly distressing: 

Wages of American workers are’ frozen 
but prices are not. “Meat hunger” is sweep- 
ing the country. Industrial workers are 
hounded by merciless speed-up practices. 
Despite militarization of the economy for 
aggressive ends, there are vast numbers 
of “surplus people” who must sell their 
blood in order to subsist. More than 1,000.- 
000 Americans died. last year “because of 
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Since then they have largely concentrated 
on killing women and children and bombing 
“historic monuments,” or so Ivan is told. 
One Tass dispatch from Pyongyang, pub- 
lished in Pravda, was headed “American 
infanticides.” It reported that American 
planes were’ dropping booby traps‘in the 
form of small toys to be picked up by chil- 
dren. The toys explode at touch, said Tass, 
killing or crippling thousands of youngsters. 
Another Tass story from its Korean front 


American forces were testing bacteriological 
weapons on captured Chinese “volunteers.” 
The dispatch said this confirmed a story in 
Newsweek reporting on operations of a 
Navy epidemic control laboratory, a ship 
“where the deadly bubonic plague bacteria 
were tested on them for the purpose of 
elucidating the symptoms of the disease.” 
Actually, Newsweek had spoken of a ship 
where Chinese Communists were “tested 
for symptoms of the dread bubonic plague.” 
Ivan also “knows” that the Americans are 
spreading smallpox in Korea.\ In fact, Izves- 
tia says that Brig. Gen. Crawford. Sams, a 
former St. Louisan, received a distinguished 
service. cross: for directing this mission. 
(Actually, Gen. Sams went behind Commu- 
nist lines to check personally. whether a 
bubonic plague epidemic had broken out.) 
Ivan did not find this story odd because he 
had long been infornied of “cannibalistic re- 
searches” in American chemical warfare 
centers. The dispatch on Gen. Sams re- 
minded him once more of these activities. 
“The American war criminals,” said Izves- 
tia, “are now ‘testing’ chemical and bac- 
teriological weapons on the fields of Korea 
just as Hirohito, Gen. Ishii and other Japa- 
nese war criminals once tried out bacterio- 
logical weapons on the fields of Manchuria 
to prepare them for use in a “big war.’” 
In committing these barbaric acts, Ivan 
“knows,” American soldiers are .aided by 
missionaries, better known as “spies in cas- 
socks.”

“Even in cases 
when their greed creates a threat to the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of people,” 
said Radio Moscow, “the United States Con- 
gress, guarding the interests of big capital, 
refuses to allocate money for the building 
of a dam on the Missouri.” 

Sweeping generalization is another pop- 
ular device. 

“Information continues to penetrate the 
United States press about the general 
corruption reigning in the ruling circles 
of the United States,” Radio Moscow re- 
ported the other day, “Several days ago, 
the Post-Dispatch, published at St. Louis, 
spoke of another case of bribery among 
highranking officials of Truman’s America.” 
The dispatch summarized charges against 

William M. Boyle Jr., chairman of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, in connection 
with RFC loans and concluded: “The bac- 
chanalia of foul play in the state apparatus 
of the United States testifies once more 
to the complete rottenness of the much 
praised American democracy.”

SUCH A CONCLUSION is inescapable 
for Ivan because nowhere in his reading 
is it hinted that Russia has an estimated 
220 divisions ready to strike while the 
American divisions in Europe currently to- 
tal four. 

Why are the Americans arming -tto the 
teeth to start World War III?

Voice of an Indian Muslim 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am one of 36 Muslim members of 
the Indian Parliament and am visiting 
the United States on the invitation of 
the World Assembly of Youth. In the 
short time I -have been: here, it has 
pained me deeply to observe that many 
intelligent people over-simplify th» cur- 
rent tension éxisting between India and 
Pakistan as a Hindu-Muslim problem. 

They forget that there are 40,000,000 
Muslims who, even after partition, live 
in India as full citizens. . Their rights 


are protected by the Constitution, they 


have the fullest confidence in the fair- 
ness of their Hindu brethren. Like the 
United States, India is a secular state 
where followers of different religions 
enjoy equal privileges. 

Let me make it clear that the Paki- 
stani jehad (holy war against non- 
Muslims) will be a war against - the 
whole of India. The 40,000,000 Mus 
of India will resist the Pakistanis with 
all their might. The Indian Muslims 
have never subscribed to the theory 
that Hindus and Muslims are different 
nations because of difference in re- 
ligion. 

I say that Pakistan is not interested 
in the welfare of the 40,000,000 Indian 
Muslims, nor is she any more interested 
in the welfare of the 3,000,000 Kash- 
miri Muslims. She wants to occupy 
Kashmiri territory to improve her own 
position. She first tried to grab it by 
force, and when the attempt failed, she 
raised the religious slogan.

That Noble, Lop-Eared Critter 

The Missouri mule is re “a native son of 
California,” says. the Santa Fe New Mexican, 
and that is enough to cause any mule to wiggle 
his ears and kick up his heels. The tractor may 
have done him in, but no newspaper is going 
to do it. 

Dr. LeRoy Hafen, Colorado state historian, is 
the cause of the New Merican’s story. In doing 
research on the Santa Fe trail, he found that 
traders who used to carry goods to California 
took mules back east for sale, even to Missouri. 

For every authofity, however, there is an- 
other authority. J. A. Burkhart of Stephens 
College, an authority on mule skinning among 
other things, says the first mule in Missouri 
came from Mexico. Very likely the California 
mules came from the same place. But the Mexi- 
can mule sdon “proved irladequate for the hard, 
endless labor of the American frontier.” 


So Missouri begar to import blooded jacks 
and jennets from Kentucky, and raw-boned 
mares from Ohio. Between the two this state 
got its famous, husky, tough and mulish mule 
weighing 1100 pounds or more. This was the 
fellow who for generations pulled’ the plow, 
towed the logs and flatboats, moved~ railroad 
ties and generally outworked, outshone and out- 
sold mules from Mexico, California o¢ any- 
where else. 

Though machinery has largely replaced the 


mule, we want the New Merican to understand * 


the old saying that “in mules, Missouri stands 
at the head—the only safe place.” Nobody is 
going to skin us on that. 
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Margarine Up, Butter Down 
The decline in butter production_in the United 
States since July of last year, when margarine 
was freed of federal restrictions, will quite pos- 
sibly be turned to propaganda account in the 
fight between butter and margarine producers. 


‘That is all the more likely because butter pro- 


duction has dropped (14 per cent) almost as 
much as margarine production has risen (17 per 
cent). With these figures, it should be easy for 
a propaganda artist to argue that margarine’s 
gain is butter’s loss, and that the only way to 
bring butter back is to put shackles on mar- 
garine again: 

It would also be misleading. Butter and mar- 
garine are not selling in a market where each 


~is fighting for a share of a fixed demand. There 


is a far greater potential market for table fats 
of both kinds, butter and margarine, than the 
combined producers of both commodities are 
reaching. In one of the latest years for which 
figures ate available, 1947, per capita consump- 
tion a year was 11% pounds for butter and 


in butter and margarine both, whereas half a 


century earlier Americans were eating more 


than 22 pounds of butter per capita a year, and 
nutritionists say it would be healthful for them 
to eat even more than that. 


We suspect the 80 cent price for butter and 
the 34 cent price for margarine constitute the 
mai reason why butter is losing out and mar- 
garine {$8 gaining. A prospective 5 cent drop in 
margarine prices this year, if it comes, Will be 
likely to push margarine still farther ahead. It 
seems possible that the solution, for butter pro- 
ducers, would be, first, to become more price 
competitive with margarine, and, second, to de- 
vote energies heretofore spent in fighting mar- 
garine to the job of selling butter.

The result will be a curious 
combination of United States air 

and naval forces and the land 
forces of our former enemy to 
insure the security of Japan from 
Soviet conquest. 

The nucleus of the new Japa- 
nese army is provided by the 
national police reserve. This force 
of 75,000 men is organized into 
four divisions and is being in- 
creased to 150,000. Under the 
directives of the Far Eastern 
Commission, there is no limit 
prescribed as to the strength of 
the police reserve, but they are 
not permitted to have artillery or 
other heavy weapons. They are, 
however, being trained in the use 
of all the equipment normally 
provided for armies and the or- 
ganization has been changed from 
that of a police force to that of 
a normal military force. 

This change was neade when it 
became known that the Soviet 
Union had indoctrinated and 
trained an estimated 75,000 Jap- 
anese prisoners as a Communist 
military force to undertake the 
conquest of Japan. It was feared 
that these Japanese would infil- 
trate into Hokkaido, the northern- 
most Japanese island, from the 
nearby Soviet-held Kuriles and 
reorganize as a military force to 
act in conjunction with an in- 
ternal uprising. 

Threat Is Countered. 

It was this possibility which 
led the United States to send two 
partly trained National Guard di- 
visions to Japan. The threat has 
been countered and is of impor- 
tance no longer. 

The new status of Japan is part 
of the design for the defense of 
the Far East. Our positions and 
alliances extend now from Alaska 
and the Aleutians through Japan, 
Korea, Okinawa, and Formosa to 
the Philippines and Australia. In- 
donesia is outside present ar- 
rangement$ and the states of 
southeast’Asia, French Indochina, 
Siam, Malaya and Burma still 
are not covered by mutual se- 
curity arrangements. 

It had been planned and hoped 
that a regional arrangement could 
be made providing for participa- 
tion of all the states in the west- 
ern Pacific for their mutual se- 
curity, but the complications in- 
volving European colonies, the 
suspicious nationalism of Indo- 
nesia, Siam and Burma, and fear 
of Japan have prevented such an 


agreement. 

Instead, the United States had 
made mutual security pacts with 
the Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand and is assisting with 
military and economic aid the 
Chinese Nationalists on Formosa 
and the states of southeast Asia. 

Indochina’s Importance. 

French Indochina is next in 
importance to Korea and Japan 
as a barrier to Communism. It 
was from French Indochina that 
Japan conquered all of southeast 
Asia. It could again be the spring- 

board from which the Chinese 
Communists overrun the entire 
area. Although the associated 
states of Indochina have a meas- 
ure of autonomy in the French 
community they are, in Asiatic 
eyes, still French colonies. This 
has made it difficult for the Uni- 
ted States to enter into formal 
agreements for mutual security 
without alienating the other 
newly independent states in the 
area. We would be accused of 


upholding . European colonial 
domination. 


accumulated wealth of 50 years 
of industrial advance and military 
conquest. 

Without a nearby source of raw 
materials to feed a new industri- 
alization, Japan is doomed to re- 
main militarily weak. Hence the 
fears of other Asiatic states that 
Japan may embark on a new 
career of conquest have no foun- 
dation in reality for the present. 


Long-Range Red Fears. 

The Soviet planners think in 
long terms. They worry about 
the Japan of 20 years hence. They 
fear a strong and hostile Japan 
in the East while they face Eu- 
rope in the West. The rearma- 
ment of Japan, however limited 
at present/represents to them the 
nightmare of a two-front . war 
some time in the future. Hence 
their long-continued efforts to 
block a Japanese peace treaty, 
They probably regret now that 
ey did not accede to the United 
tates invitation some years back 
to join in a treaty providing for 
the disarmament of Japan for 25 
years. They hoped then to take 
advantage through subversion of a 
disarmed, hopeless and frustrated 
nation. 

The restoration of: sovereignty 
to Japan is an indication to the 
Soviet Union of what the West 
may have in mind in a German 
treaty. Germany alone, while 
holding off Great Britain and the 
United States, just missed con- 
quering Russia. 

From the long-range view of 
the Soviet authorities, the first 
step in Japan will lead to the sec- 
ond step in Germany. If the first 
step could be- prevented, the sec- 
ond might be thwarted. Soviet in- 


terest in the Japanese treaty is 
therefore much greater than as 


relates to Japan alone. The Rus- 
sians can foresee the time when 
they will be hemmed in on the 
east and west by Western power. 
When this time comes the entire 
edifice of slave states will disin- 
tegrate. 
Will they face the issue 
before it is too late, and unleash 
World War Lil? $ 
Next Step by West. 
If the Japanese treaty repre- 
sents a shift by the free world 
from containment to the counter- 
offensive, the next step must: be 
a treaty with Germany. Then the 
divified states, i Austria 
and . Korea, must reunited. 
They have been kept t divided by 
the Soviet Union only to simplify 
the conquest of the whole. After 
this the European satellites can 
be regained by the West. 

The stakes at San Francisco are 
greater than the maneuverings of 
Gromyko and the operation of 
Acheson's steamroller. 

The first step in the counter- 
offensive of the West is being 
taken. Next year will be the crit- 
ical time for peace, or war, but, 
peace“or war, the Red Star is 
waning. —

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)—

The myth of invincibility which 
surrounded Chinese Communist 
armies has been shattered. 

Thus, expert ‘opinion generally 
is that there will be no outright 
Chinese invasion for the time be- 
ing, but that the campaign of 
subversion will be intensified. 

Reds Use Variety of Tactics. 

Employing a variety of tactics 
ranging from subversive political 
activity to the sponsorship of 
armed rebellions, Peiping has 
brought pressure on its ancient 
imperial tributary nations, Thai- 
land, Indochina and Burma. 
Agents .of the new imperialism 
have penetrated even farther into 
China’s Nanyang, the “Southern 
Ocean,” to Malaya and the Lush 
islands of the Philippines and 
Indonesia. 

In the Communist revolution- 
ary dogma that Mao preaches 
from Peiping, there is much that 
resembles the imperial conception 
of China as the “middle kingdom, 
center of civilization.” 

In Peiping’s attitude toward 
Asia, and in Moscow’s attitude 
toward Europe, there is the same 
blend of strong nationalism and 
the semi-religious impulse to “lib- 
erate the exploited masses” of the 
non-Communist countries. 

Asians Dislike Chinese. 
Most of the 163,000,000 south- 
east Asians fear and dislike the 
Chinese. The 10,000,000 Chinese 
living among them have already 
won a stranglehold on the com- 
mercial life of the region. 

The wealth of southeast Asia is 
the key to empire for beggar-poor 
Peiping. Ninety per cent of the 
world’s natural rubber and 60 per 
cent of its tin come from south- 
east Asia. Before World War II, 
5,000,000 of the 7,600,000 tons of 
the total world rice exports for 
hungry Asia came from Burma, 
Thailand and Indochina. 

Prewar western investments in 
southeast Asia totaled almost 


now, southeast Asia totaled about four 


billion dollars, including about 
$330,000,000 in American capital. 
Despite chaotic conditions, a large 
part of this investment is being 
salvaged. 

In 1939, southeast Asia's export 
balance over imports was $250,- 
000,000. The dollar income from 
this balance gave Europeans the 
means of financing a large share 
of the $500,000,000 in goods pur- 
chased annually from the United 
States. With -postwar inflated 
prices for tin and rubber, Ma- 
laya, the biggest dollar earner in 
the sterling bloc, contributed 
$320,000,000 last year to the “dol- 
lar pool” in London, 

One of the few under-popu- 
lated regions of Asia, southeast 
Asia, is an expanding market for 
the West, Japan and India. Stra- 
tegically, southeast Asia links the 
Western world to the Orient. 
Appraisal of Korea Thrust. 
Most leaders of southeast Asia 
believe that the Communist thrust 
in Korea was to be the prelude 
to an abrupt, rapid Chinese Com- 
nfunist offensive into southeast 
Asia. This is the view of the 
Premier of Thailand, Field Mar- 
shal 'P. Phibun Songgram. 

Korea proved that western mil- 
itary forces, with their superior 
firepower, could hurl back the 
infantry masses of the Asian 
Communists. With this lesson 
learned, British, American and 
French military comsmundace met 
in Singapore last May to plan 
southeast Asian defense. 

What are the West’s chances of 
holding southeast Asia. against a 
fulbecale Chinese Communist at-

Good, if U.N. divisions are 
available for the job from Korea 
or elsewhere. 

Geography is an ally of the 
West in southeast Asia. The re-

The Chinese Communists would 
only need to secure northeast 
Burma to dominate the main 
northern invasion route into Thai- 
land, the road leading from Keng- 
tung through Chiengrai in north- 
ernmost Thailand. Without U.N. 
reinforcements, the weak Thai 
army would be brushed aside 
and the Red columns could march 
southwest to Chiengmai and down 
the railroad to Bangkok. Occupa- 
tion of southern Burma would 
bring the Chinese Communists -to 
within a few miles of Bangkok. 


Access to Indochina. 


Control of Thailand would give 
the Chinese Communists access 
to the backdoor of Indochina, 
through Cambodia. Pushing 
through exposed Cambodia, the 
Chinese Communists would break 
into Cochin China, coming be- 
hind the elaborate French defens- 
es in north Indochina. 


But what indications there are 
of Chinese Communist prepara- 
tions to invade southeast Asia 
point mainly to Indochina as 
the initial objective. 
A joint - Chinese : Communist- 
Vietminh headquarters is re- 
ported functioning at Nanning, 
about 80 miles from the Indochina 
border. Highway and rail con- 
nections to the Indochina border 
are being improved rapidly. A 
railroad from Nanning to the 
frontier is nearing completion. 
Some Chinese Communist mili- 
tary stockpiling is reported near 
the frontier. 
There are nearly 200,000 
Chinese Communist troops within 
300 miles of the Indochina fron- 
tier. Combat divisions from 
Korea are being moved into east- 
ern Kwangsi and Kwangtung, 
presumably for rest and refitting, 
but they could be used in an 
operation against Indochina. 
With Vietminh forces already 
in control of the principal 
trans-frontier mountain passes, 
Chinese Communist troops could 
march 100 miles into Indochina 
before meeting French ground re- 
sistance. 
Hopes of French for U. N. Aid. 
Gen. Jean de Lattre de Tas- 
signy, the French commander in 
Indochina, believes he could ton- 
tain a Chinese Communist in- 
vasion for weeks or even months 
—and then stop it entirely with 
U.N. fr 


Probably the dinatinet nut. for 
the Chinese Communist armies to 
crack would be Malaya. The Brit- 
ish commissioner-general for 
southeast Asia, Sir Malcolm Mac- 
Donald is convinced that Malaya 
would hold. 

An invasion of southeast Asia 
would probably result in air 
bombing and naval biockade of 
the China mainland. The losses 
thus suffered by Peiping could not 
be easily made up by any ma- 
terial gains from the conquest of 
southeast Asia. 

Here is a synopsis of what the

INDOCHINA: Communist infil- 
tration of sovtheast Asia has 
made its deepest inroads in Indo- 
china, Here, because the Reds 
were able to capture the leader- 
ship of the widely-supported Na- 
tionalist revolution against 
French rule, Communism found 
its most fertile ground. The chief 
appeal of the Communist-led 
Vietminh movement in Viet Nam, 
principal state of Indochina, re- 
mains the promise of full inde- 
pendence instead of the limited 
independence granted the Bao 
Dai’ government by the French.

Thailand is ruled by Premier 
Songgram, a “strong man” whose 
power rests upon the support of 
the army and police cliques. 
Songgram pursues a pro-West 
foreign policy, but if Communist 
pressure mounts and Indochina 
falls to the Reds, his government 
might yield to a more pro-Soviet 
one. 

‘The Thai Communist party is 
very weak, but it is being used 
as a front by the powerful Chi- 
nese Communist party, which is 
active among the 3,000,000 unas- 
similated Chinese who make up 
one sixth of Thailand’s total 
population. 

BURMA — Burma’s Socialist 
government is harried from with- 
in by pro-Communists and from 
without by the Burmese Com- 
munist party, which is in armed 
rebellion. 

But in Buddhist Burma, the 
Communists have not won mass 
support because they lack the 
popular causes * which have 
sparked successful revolutions 
elsewhere in Asia. The British 
granted Burma full independence 
in 1948. Burma’s peasants pay lit- 
tle or no rent on their rich rice 
lands. Premier Thakin Nu is 
well liked. 


The Communists seek control in 
Burma through sheer power poli- 
tics. They are exploiting the dif- 
ferences between the Burmese 
and the vigorous hill peoples. All 
disgruntled political factions are 


aid similar to what Ho Chi Minh 
has received in north Indochina. 

MALAYA—lIn Malaya, a Chinese 
Communist rebellion against the 
British has been in progress since 
June, 1948. It is sponsored by 
the Malayan Communist party, 
which is seeking to establish an 
independent Communist state. The 
membership of the party is drawn 
almost exclusively from the 2,835,- 
000 resident Chinese who make 
up 38 per cent of the population 
of the Federation of Malaya ‘and 
78 per cent of the population of 
the crown colony of Singapore. 

About 4000 well organized, uni- 
formed Communist terrorists of 
the “Malayan Races Liberation 
Army” are attacking the wealthy 
plantations and mines in Malaya. 

The terrorists are poorly armed 
and have been sealed off from 
international Communist contacts 
except for occasional couriers. 
They have no strong nationalist 
or ideological appeal for the peo- 
ples of Malaya. 

About 22,000 British troops and 
over 100,000 police are pursuing 
the Briggs plan in an effort to 
wipe .out the terrorists. This 
plan is designed to isolate and 
starve out. 

PHILIPPINES AND INDO- 
‘NESIA — Insulated by western 
sea and air power, these two 
island countries are not directly 
under the Chinese Communist 
gun as are. their continental 
neighbors. But internally, the 
Communists are just as active 
and blocking progress foward 
stable nationhood.

lack of resources, this country 
offers more than one invigorating 
change of spiritual climate for an 
American interested in how our 
side is doing in the cold war.. It 
is true that you can’t get the best 
grade Roquefort cheese currently 
available in France and Belgium 
nor can you obtain the cakes 0oz- 
ing whipped cream that grace 
West Germany’s shelves; but 
neither do you have the vacilla- 
tion, defeatism and downright 
blackmail that sometimes ac- 
company the more luxuriant 
modes of life in Western. Europe. 


Comparisons Are Startling. 

Some comparisons are startling. 
This country of 7,000,000 should 
support an armed force of 150,000 
men or at least 10 divisions. Bel- 
gium, which is about the same in 
population but is much richer in 
natural resources, boasts ‘of two 
divisions. 

Greece spent 45 per cent of its 
budget on military needs last 
-year, a proportion higher than 
that in any Western European 
nation, but in Athens one finds 
almost none of the self-pity and 
complaining prevalent farther 
west. 

In this country, American re- 
quests for enlarging fields for 
heavy bombers were approved 
without a moment’s debate, but 
in France, officials bargained and 
balked about producing some of 
the land for air fields that Amer- 
ica considered essential for the 
common G4efense. 

This nation suffered an even 
more brutal occupation than the 
French, but the Greeks are cer- 
tain that the bayonet - enforced 
solidarity in the Russian world 
must be matched by western soli- 
darity. Where the French have 
hesitated for local ‘political rea- 
sons, the Greek leaders of all 
parties have emphasized that fears 
of Germany must not be allowed 
to paralyze action against the new

RICHER, a native 
of Martinique and a resident 
of Paris, is another Carib- 

bean writer who will undoubt- 
edly find an audience in the 
United States. His first novel 
to be published in this country . 
is called “Ti-Coyo and His 
Shark,” and it tells with spar- | 
kling wit tinctured faintly with 
a bitter irony, a story of wick- 
-edness triumphant. 

Ti-Coyo starts life with an 
unstable heredity, Both parents 
being half-castes—but of dif- 
ferent blaod—he represents in 
his small person all the races 
of the earth. His environment 
is bad too. Cocoyo, his hunch- 
back father is feared and de- 
rided by the whole community 
‘of St. Pierre and returns this 
universal dislike with compound 
interest.

OR several years there has 

been a need for a book to 

clarify the famous post- 
World War II controversy in- 
volving forgeries of six Ver- 
meers and two De Hoochs for 
which the Rotterdam Museum, 
the late Hermann Goering and 
others paid about $2,800,000 on 
advice of some of Europe's 
leading art authorities. 


Mr. Godley’s popularly writ- * 


ten contribution, based on fam- 
ily records and court decisions, 
may still not be the definitive 
work. An unconvinced, unan- 
swered expert has just fired a 
broadside loaded with technical 
data designed to prove some of 
the questioned pictures *genu- 
ine—a jarring conclusion in 
conflict with that of the inter- 
national tribunal whose mem- 
bers settled the issues legally. 

But Mr. Godley, it must be 
conceded, has delivered a 
round, unvarnished tale of the 
whole course of the loves and 
magical deceptions of a Dutch- 
man now recognized even by 
his lifelong imagined enemies, 
the critics, as the greatest gen- 
ius in the long, complex history 
of masterpiece-faking.

AR from being Goering's 
F “irene” or “personal 

painter laureate,” as first 
accounts had it, Van Meegeren 
never dealt directly with any 
Nazis. He was distressed at 
hearing that the field marshal, 
through several intermediaries, 
had bought one of his most 
careless forgeries, but he was 
glad to know the Nazi had 
traded back genuine national 
treasures of The Netherlands in 
order to get his “Vermeer.”

counterfeit canvasses ‘in whole- 
sale quantities” while in prison 
as a suspected collaborationist. 
Actually, as Godley agrees with 
the Belgian art historian who 
spoke on the controversy at the 
City Art Museum here, Van 
Meegeren while in custody 
proved himself merely a forger, 
not a traitor, by painting just 
one Vermeer-style picture. This 
the Belgian and other authori- 
ties found better than some Van 


Meegeren had palmed off as 
genuine. 
The imbecility of looking at 
signatures instead of pictures, 
of seeking investment rather 
than enjoyment in art, is of 
course thrown into high felief 
by the whole imbroglio. God- 
ley’s recurrent emphasis, how- 
ever, is on the experts’ strange 
failure, even in wartime, to con- 
duct proper physical and chem- 
ical analyses.

F  ienetn portrait sets out that 
the forger’s first name was 
neither Hans nor Johan, as re- 
ported until now, but Han, short 
for Henri or Henricus. A fairly 
obscure painter with a photo- 
graphic, commercially fprofit- 
able style, he took to forgery 
for revenge on all critics, God- 
ley says, because one writer, 
not many, sought from him a 
bribe for a favorable art show 
notice. 

If revenge against experts— 
and not greed, as others have 
said—was indeed Van Meeger- 
en’s major motive, it seems 
likely he will be able to haunt 
Vermeer authorities for some 
time to come, and through more 
than mere memory of their dis- 
grace. 

Godley relates that just be- 
fore Van Meegeren died Dec. 
30, 1947, which was prior to his 
starting his one-year forgery 
sentence, he mentioned to his 
son a seventh fake Vermeer, 
without describing it or telling 
of its hiding place. This alone 
should be enough to-make any 
prospective investor insist on 
the necessary scientifie tests to 
prove he is about to buy a gen- 
uinely aged, sixteenth-century 
Vermeer and trot a twentieth- 
century Van Meegeren.

EABH VALLEY is one of 
Di hottest places in the 

world. The Indians called 
‘it Tomesha—ground afire—be- 
cause the days were a blaze 
of light and the rocks radiated 
stored heat at night. Even the 
names in the valley suggest 
death and desolation: the 
Funeral -Range, Black Moun- 
tain, Furnace Creek, Stovepipe 
Wells, Hell’s Gate, Badwater. 

The author came to Death 
Valley to regain his health, got 
desert sand in his shoes and 
spent the next 25 years in re- 
cording the history of the valley 
and writing of the lives and ex- 
periences of its inhabitants. 
The result is an indispensable 
volume for any lover of the 
desert or collector of Western 
Americana. 

‘Against a sketchy bac nd 
of the geology and early his- 
tory of the valley, the author

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dream that never dies;.than a 
rainbow in the sky that would 
never fade. 

Perhaps the best story of all 
is that of Charlie Brown, who 
came into the valley as a young 
man, opened a store and be- 
came the benefactor of every- 
one in the valley.

OMEWHERE in the career 

of the intellectual, who is 

also an intelligent man, 
comes a day of pause and reck- 
oning. Like Ecclesiastes, he 
decries thé endless making of 
books and he suffers from the 
weariness of much study. What, 
he asks himself, is the worth 
of ideas in human life—ideas 
so fragile that a sword mocks 
them and so weak that there 
lies in each the seed of its own 
destruction? 

This is Walter -Mehring’s 
question in “The Logt Library.” 
A European , intellectual, who 

has lived in Paris, Vienna, 
Prague and Berlin, he offers 
an accounting of the books and 
ideas that- Western civilization 
inherited from the nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries. 
The range of his reading, out- 
side science which he disclaims 
knowing, is incredibly wide. It 
is so broad, in fact, that the 
average non-intellectual will 
find intimate references to writ- 
ers he has never heard about, 
important as they were in Euro- 
pean intellectual unrest. But 
there is enough use made of 
the familiar great writers, such 
as Hauptmann, Freud, Marx, 
Melville, Shaw, to guidg a read- 
er in the direction of Mehring’s 
thesis. 

He believes that the writers 
of the nineteenth century, 
novelists like Balzac, Zola, 
economists like Marx, Mills, 
sold their generation a bill of 
goods shoddy in its optimistic 
reasonableness. “Seven riddles 
of the universe — Creation, 
force, matter, life, soul, con- 
sciousness, freedom of the will 
—had been put to the cultured 
man of the nineteenth century. 
He turned the riddles over 
in his mind a little while and 
then stated that they had been 
solved.”

~EORGE WILLIAMS COLLEGE CAMP, situated on the 
shores of Lake-Geneva in Southern Wisconsin, has been 
“a going concern since 1884. During these 67 years it has 


. ®erved as a resort, a conference center, a weekend holiday 


place and a cultural oasis for 
- thousands of men, women 
and children from every- 
where. In this instance 
“everywhere” can be taken 
almost literally for in the 
summer season now drawing 
to a close the camp was 
staffed by young college stu- 
dents from’ 25 states and 12 
foreign nations including the 
Scandinavian. The guests 
are largely from the Mid- 
west, 
As Lake Geneva is a pleas- 
ant body of water, with a 
handsome, thickly wooded 
shoreline, it is natural resort 
country and there are many 
hotels, guest houses, country 
clubs, manorial summer es- 
tates, summer cottages and 
children’s camps situated on 
its perimeter or close by. 
When seen from an excursion steamer the College Camp looks 
agreeable but not precisely unique. This is deceptive. Speak~- 
ing from a long experience with every kind of tourist trap I 
say it is unique and in several particulars. 

In the first place its “planned activities,” which are 
numerous and imaginative, are not compulsory. Anybody who 
has fought a losing battle with a game's director or a recrea- 
tional leader knows what that means. Being whipped into 
line for a barn dance, a community sing or a canasta tourna- 
ment is a threat to one’s illusion of independence. But since 
nobody at College Camp suggested that if I didn’t sing I 
would henceforth be regarded an anti-social curmudgeon I 
was happy to raise my voice one night by the old campfire.

N the fall of 1897, in the coach- 

man’s quarters of a “carriage 

house” to the rear of 4333 
Morgan street, a St. Louis house- 
wife put up a blackboard and 
began instructing her two small 
sons in the intricacies of the 
“three R’s.” 


Tomorrow, the first of nearly 
1,000 students from 45 states and 
14 foreign countries will start 
another fall term at the offshoot 
of this makeshift classroom — 
now mushroomed into the 
world’s largest school for Chris- 
tian Scientists. 

Its assets total more than $8,- 
000,000. Its courses range from 
nursery school through college. 
And in jovial command of its 
two park-like campuses. are 
“Mister Freddie” and “Mister 
Billie’ Morgan—the same broth- 
ers who were the first students 
more than half a century ago. 

The school. is The Principia, 
probably the nation’s most mis- 
understood seat of learning. Out- 
siders are frequently convinced 
that it is run by the Christian 
Science church; that it is train- 
ing students for some kind of 
ministry; that its administrators 
don’t care about the health of 
their charges; and that the whole 
enterprise is operated by and for 


Oe 
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angels who never crack a smile. 

All of these notions happen to 
be nonsense, yet The Principia 
has. characteristics ‘that startle 
the uninitiated. In its cafeterias 
you may be served Sanka, but no 
coffee. Its dispensaries will clean 
wounds (but use no antiseptic) 
and apply Band-Aids (but none 
with mercurochrome). Its football 
teams hold metaphysical meet- 
ings before trotting on the field. 
Nowhere on school grounds will 
you find ashtrays or cigarette 
butts and you may never hear a 
cuss word or an ever so slightly 
risque joke.

The atmosphere at the school’s 
campuses is difficult to define. 
Principia’s Lower (grade) and Up- 
per (high) Schools are at 5539 
Page avenue and the college tow- 
ers high above the Mississippi on 
scenic bluffs near Elsah, IIl. 
There is plenty of straight-laced 
austerity at both, but there also 
is a surprising amount of just- 
one-happy-family horseplay. 

Last Monday, for example, Prin- 
cipia completed another of its an- 
nual Alumni Weekends. Dignified 
graduates came to spend three 
days in dormitories, making their 
own beds, sweeping floors, attend- 
ing classes and playing baseball. 
At each year’s end, the college 
faculty entertains the graduating 
class at the senior dinner, a cos- 
tume affair. Not long ago, this 
event took the form of a southern 
feast on “Marse Morgan’s planta- 
tion,” complete with an invasion 
of Sherman’s raiders on horse- 
back. Another year, it was a Hit- 
ler Youth congress with the fac- 
ulty appearing as storm troopers 
and President Frederic Evan Mor- 
gan, who wore a cavalry mus- 
tache, as Hitler. 

Normally, the appearance of a 
Principian is wholesome and sub- 
dued. Boys wear coats and ties 
even in the Upper School, except 
on extremely hot days and on 
Tuesday and Thursday which are 
designated sweater days. 

Lipstick was an issue until quite 
recently. It was forbidden for 
the faculty up to a few years ago, 
and even today Upper School girls 
may wear lipstick only off-campus 
and for weekend social events. 
Rouge, eye make-up, hair dyes, 
and color rinses are outlawed. 
Formal gowns are limited to two, 
one for winter and one for sum- 
mer. They “must be simple and 
girlish in style” and cost no more 
than $35. Black dresses or gowns 
with low-cut fronts or backs are 
prohibited. ra 


NLY older high school girls 

may go downtown Saturday— 

unchaperoned but in groups 
of three — and seniors may go 
on dates off campus if they 
double-date and use no cars or 
taxis. All invitations to resident 
Upper School girls must be ex- 
tended through the dean of girls 
and parents must file in advance 
a list of friends and relatives 
whose invitations or telephone 
calls they will permit their 
daughters to accept. The girls 
may go out only with boys named 
on the approved list. 

Cheating is frowned upon by 
the students themselves and crib- 
bing is likely to be reported to the 
Boys’ or Girls’ Governing Board 
before the teacher hears about it. 
The philosophy is that cheating 
comes from fear. Emissaries of 
the student boards call on a black 
sheep privately and persuade him 
to give himself up to the teacher 
and seek sympathetic help. In the 
college, examinations are given 
under student proctors without 
teachers in the room. 

Self-government is the rule at 
Elsah. The 2200-acre campus, its 
low-roofed stone buildings almost 
lost beneath stately elms and 
overhanging lilacs, was built to 
resemble an old-fashioned English 
village. Students live in five 
houses run by elected officers. 
They enforce the anti-smoking and 
anti-drinking rules (which is oc- 
casionally a real problem) and 
regulate parking and traffic. 

Principia officials freely admit 
that serious disciplinary problems 
sometimes come up, but they 
pride themselves on solving them 
in their own way. Once, for in- 
stance, a boy stole the car of the 
late Mrs. Mary Kimball Morgan, 
founder of The Principia. The 
student adviser called in the 
whole student body, talked to 
them earnestly and suggested 
that the person who stole the car 
give himself up. Nothing hap- 
pened. The adviser talked to the 
group again. He continued these 
talks until a boy did confess that 
he took and sold the car. He went 
to jail, then worked for a year, 
came back to school, graduated, 
and is now a successful business- 


man. 
Why did the adviser wait for 
a voluntary confession and why 
was the boy re-admitted? 
- “We wanted a healing,” is the 
official reply. 
Christian Science teaches that 
all cause and effect is mental, 
so Principians never get 
“sick.” They do have “physical 
problems.” When these arise,

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dent missed more than a single 
day in class. Seriousiy injured 
students, however, may have 
bones set in médical hospitals 
“if they feel they can’t handle 
it” and regular visits to the den- 
tist are sanctioned. “We're not 
perfect yet,” explains one ad- 
viser. 

A 17-year-old Upper School 
senior who is six feet one and a 
half inches tall and comes from 
California, prefers Principia td 
his old high school because back 
home “if you didn’t smoke or 
drink you weren’t one of the 
gang.” A sociable lad, he didn’t 
like being left alone while his 
class marched off to medical ex- 
aminations. He also found him- 
self squirming uncomfortably dur- 
ing lessons in anatomy and epi- 
demiology that were part of the 
public school hygiene classes. 


Like most Principians, this stu- 
dent is a busy boy. He went out 
for track, plays on the football 
team and sang the lead in the 
school’s production of “Briga- 
doon.” At mealtimes he dons a 
stiffly starched white uniform and 
waits on tables in the dining 
room. He had to take a special 
course in serving technique, but 
the job pays $1 a day and the 
dance of the Waiter’s Club is a 
choice event of the social season. 

He explains Principia’s ap- 
proach to sports: “In public 
schools you always want to beat 
the other team. Here we don’t 
want to lose, but we’re mostly 
interested in ,.playing a perfect 
game. We're aggressive, but not 
antagonistic.” 

Despite the metaphysical meet- 
ings, Principia teams frequently 
return from the field via the rear 
gate of the campus, signifying 
that they lost. 

“Somehow other teams always 
play their best games against us,” 
one player says with a rueful smile. 
“Maybe in clearing our own 
heads, we clear theirs too!” 

There probably would be no 


‘Principia today if its founder, 


Mrs. Morgan, had not been so 
sickly that her mother refused to 
send her to college. For years 
she was constantly in and out of 
hospitals. Her vision grew so poor 
that she was forbidden to read 
music or books. In 1886, through 
a brother in Denver, Mrs. Mor- 
gan heard of another frail little 
woman,* Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, 
who, on a cold winter evening 
of February, 1866, fell on the 
icy pavement of Lynn, Mass. and 
was picked up unconscious and 
suffering from serious injuries. 
“On the third day,” Principians 
were told by a lecturer recently, 
“friends and relatives were gath- 
ered in her living room, waiting 
to hear the last word about this 


‘little woman. While in this ex- 


tremity she called for her Bible, 
and turning to the second verse of 
the ninth chapter of Matthew she 
read of the healing of the palsied 
man by Jesus. 

“Catching the spiritual import 
of this healing, she herself was 
instantly healed. She arose from 
her bed, dressed, and much to the 
consternation of those gathered 
in the outer room walked into 
their midst a well person.” 

Having learned of Mrs. Eddy’s 
recovery and studied its implica- 
tions, Mrs. Morgan became a 
Scientist and was soon “complete- 
ly healed in Christian Science.” 
The official 539-page history of 
Principia reports: “The healing 
was gradual, and came about 
through a consecrated study of 
the Christian Scienee textbook.” 
Mrs. Morgan’s vision returned, 
the history relates, and even in 
1948, when she died at 86, she 
wore no glasses.

HEN Mrs. Morgan’s two boys 
were of school age their 
mother could find no school 
without “medical bias,” and so 
she started her own in the coach- 
man’s place on Morgan street 
(now Enright avenue). Soon, other

Attending The Principia comes 
high ($1650 a year for resident 
high school students, $1689 for 
college), but so are the scholastic 
standards. Prineipians moving on 
to other~schools tend to do un- 
usually well. With a few excep- 
tions, curricula are not adjusted 
to Christian Science convictions. 
Missouri law requires a hygiene 


course to be given in high school, 
but Principia’s approach to the 
subject lacks reference to phys- 
iology. It stresses healing by 
prayer and need for personal 
cleanliness.

only lifeless matter studied out- 
side the textbooks. At Elsah, 
however, there is a small private 
zoo where a variety of animals 
can be studied in action and part 
of the campus has been declared 
a wildlife refuge. 

Principians are not kept in the 
dark about the attitudes of non- 
Christian Scientists. They have 
heard of Louis Pasteur and of 
penicillin, if not in great detail. 
Dos Passos, Hemingway and other 
hairy-chested fiction writers are 
assigned for college reading even 
though students from sheltered 
homes are frequently shocked by 
their language. 

Despite some parental eyebrow- 
raising, The Principia has even

If you analyze the reproduction, 
you find the boy, the corn and 
the sky background—that’s all.

First—and it applies to all out- 
door pictures that include any 
blue sk:—is the filter.

An orange or 
red filter makes the sky still 
darker until a black sky is pos- 
sible for those very dramatie ef- 
fects, but the medium yellow 
gives an effect in the print that 
looks quite natural and ag you 
s2w the scene.

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aerifier on his parents’ lawn 
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Lawn Gets Air 
Through Use of 
Wheel of Spoons 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE, 
We have been experimenting 
this week with a soil aerifier. This 
handy aid to better lawns has 
been used successfully on St. 
Louis golf cources during the 
last three years, but the small 
home-size models are new this 
season. 

Aerifying the lawn has been 
a serious problem in this area, 
for our heavy clay soils tend to 
become hard and as compact as a 
roadway. This condition can. be 
aggravated by rolling the lawn in 
early spring, or walking on thé 
grass soon after heavy rains. 

Grass, like other plants; gets 
energy for growth by “burning” 
sugar and starches made in the 
leaf factories. For this process 
root systems must contribute oxy- 
gem extracted from air in the 
soil. When the ground is so firm-

lift out little plugs of earth. The 
machine makes conical holes, and 
at the same time loosens the 
walls of these small cavities so 
that fertilizer and moisture pene- 
trate into the surrounding turf. 
Bits of soil that are removed 
serve as top dressing for the 
grass. 

Springs are fitted to the aeri- 
fier spoons to keep them from 
penetrating too deep into the 
turf. The machine gives best 
results when the soil is moist, 
but not too wet. If the ground 
is somewhat dry the springs may 
be moved to aid penetration into 
the soil. During periods of 
drouth the grass should be water- 
ed thoroughly, both before the 
machine is used, and again im- 
mediately after. 

This week we had no lack of 
rain, goodness knows. As soor 
as the ground dried out enough 
we went over the lawn with the 
aerifier once before applying the 
fertilizer. Then we worked over 
the area three or four times, 
starting from a different direc- 
tion each time, so that closely 
spaced holes were made over the 
entire area. 

New Grass Planted. 

Since the crab grass was still 
so thick in a few places that it 
hampered seeding, we raked 
these spots vigorously with a 
sharp rake. Then the entire lawn 
was planted sparingly ‘with the

Henry Trefflich, a big animal 
dealer who buys from native trap- 
pers in Africa and Asia and sells 
to zoos, says his costs have more 
than doubled, too. Formerly he 
could ship a two-ton elephant 
from Africa for $300. Now it 
costs $667 by ship, more than 
$1000 by plane, when you can 
get a plane: Because of fuel 
shortages, British and Dutch air 
-lines recently refused to fly any 
more big animals from Africa, 
Bangkok or Siam. 

“Besides,” says Trefflich, “the 
natives who trap the’ animals over 
there are getting smart, too smart. 
They've heard ofthe labor move- 
ment. It used to be you could 
get a big gorilla for a song al- 
though it took months to pursue 
and trap him. Now you have to 
pay $2000.”

Serving Buyers, Too. 

| We learned from these asso-

covery. By serving each other in 
the exchange of ideas and experi- 
ence, we were directly serving 
the home buyer, by giving him 
improvements in building, the 
improved methods of financing, 
and that we were in a larger 
sense, rendering a better service 
to our community, by extending 

better service to our buyers. 

You see, it wasn’t because we 
didn’t want to serve our buyers, 
and our community better. It was 
just that operating in an insulat- 
ed manner, in a vacuum, so to* 
speak, that we, as individuals, 

| just weren’t aware of many things 
we could do at little or no cost to 

* a buyer, which would make the 

deal better for him in many ways. 

The blessing of organization was | 

the only thing which could do | 

this for us. | 

Still as the Builders Guild, we 
signed. an agreement with the | 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council which blue-printed a 
labor-management __ relationship 
which has become a model for | 
similar agreements all over the | 
country in our industry. We 
formulated a cdde of ethical | 
practices and stuck by it. And 
we found that other builders, 
learning what our purpose was, 
were anxious to join. | 
| At about the beginning of 
| World War II, the time was ripe | 
‘to have a real national organiza- 
tion of residential contractors. | 
My friend Ralph S. Duke, over | 
in University City, a rugged an) 
individualist as any I’ve ever 
known, had by this time sold him- 
self so completely on the desir- 
ability of an association, that he 
was one of the spearheads of 
the national movement. Together 
with other pioneers, he formed 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, into which he brought 
us as an affiliated group. 

Building Grows and Grows. 

All through the Thirties, a 
housing shortage existed, but it 
was only the acuteness of the war 
emergency that brought it to 
public notice. Consequently, with 
the encouragement of government 
credit aids, and lashed by the 
necessity of putting a roof over 
the heads of returning veterans 
who were the heads of new fam- 
ilies, the home building business 
enjoyed the greatest growth and 
expansion it has ever known. 

All kinds of careless charges 
have been levelled at builders 
during this boom, and,’in earlier 
years a high percentage of those 
charges might have been true. 
But, with the strength of the 
NAHB established in the nation, 
and the strength of the Bildors, 
as we call ourselves here, estab- 
lished in St. Louis, we know that 
most of these charges have been 
unfounded, and as I say, merely 
careless statements. Members of 
the ,Association found that they 
were so completely sold on the

sponsibility to the community. 
Dusard, also an architect, was 
formerly chief architect for the 
FHA here. 

“Our mutual success,” continues 
the Wischmeyer article, “is based 
entirely upon full acceptance of 
our public responsibility and 
trust. Any home building enter- 
prise, however large or small, 
must be properly integrated with 
overall community planning if it 
is to stand the test of time and 
public approval. 

“The ultimate goal of our com- 


end and that all the needs of the 
families for whom we design and 
build are better served. | 

“With the establishment of the | 
NAHB-AIA Committee, it is our | 
feeling that the long sought means 
of accomplishing this end has 
been found. Architects now have 
an ideal opportunity to work 
closely with the 22,000 members 
of the National Association of 
Home Builders. 

“The vast new market opened 
up by the rapid expansion of the 
home building industry since 
World War II has been almost 
ignored by architects. In 1949, 
52 per cent of all construction was 
residential, but only 2 per cent 
of the architectural -profession 
served this segment of the in- 
dustry. The other 98 per cent 
engaged in designing for commer- 
cial and industrial construction. 

“We must study our responsi- 
bilities to the public and the need 
for a close relationship between 
our efforts and those of city, 
county and state planners, local 
and national code authorities, la- 
bor urfions, materials suppliers, 
and -the countless smaller seg- 
ments of the home building. in- 
dustry which all contribute to the 
success or failure of sound com- 
munity development.” 


Of Big Homes 


Joseph Leopold’s Country Aire 
subdivision on Ballas road be- 
tween the Super Highway and 
Clayton road is a development of 
very large, luxurious city-life 
homes in a country development. 
Charm, dignity and gracious liv- 
ing are exemplified there, but 
where Leopold goes nobody gets 
formal enough to call him Joseph. 
He’s better known as Joe. That’s 
because he’s no front-office build- 
er but may usually be found on 
the job himself, with his men. 

Currently Leopold is building 
in several other locations, too, but 
his display house for National 
Home week is at No. 3 Country 
Aire, with its back to Ballas road, 
next door north of the first house 
that was erected in the subdi- 
vision.

actually worth all the way from 
43 cents to $1.01, depending on 
what you spend it for, reports 


the Family Economics Bureau of 
the Northwestern National Life 
Insurance Co. , 

If you're buying food, your 
1951 dollar is worth only 43 cents 
compared with pre-war; retail 
food prices have gone up 135 
per cent since 1940; prices re- 
ceived by farmers are up 194 per 
cent for the same period. 

If you’re building a home, 
your 1951 dollar only buys 44 
cents’ worth compared with pre- 
war; a house that could be built 
for $4400 in 1940 costs $10,000 
today. But today’s dollar is worth 
77 cents as rent money; in the 
balancing-up process of economic 
forces, the building dollar has 
taken an extra cut to make up 
for the small drop in the renter's 
dollar under rent control. 

When you equip a home, your 
dollar buys 48 cents’ worth; 
house furnishings that cost $1000 
at 1940 prices cost $2100 today. 

You find your dollar has 
shrunk to 50 cents if you buy 
clothing or coal, though it buys 
65 cents’ worth of ice. 

But when you step up to the 
window to pay your gas and elec- 
trie bills you find yourself lay- 
ing down dollars that are just 
as good as they were before the 
war, or a little better. Gas rates 
are only slightly higher today 
than in 1940, and electric rates 
actually average lower than pre- 
war; the government’s consumer 
price index shows the combined 
gas-and-electricity item is costing 
one per cent less than it did in 
1940, making your 1951 dollar 
worth $1.01 compared with pre- 


war. 
Other Influences Work. 

The reason for these differ- 
ences in your dollar’s worth is 
that while inflation boosts the 
general price averages by ‘“wat- 
ering down” the dollar itself, 
there are numerous other influ- 
ences which are at work on indi- 
vidual prices — supply and de- 
mand, labor costs, material costs, 
“overhead” costs, profit margins, 
texes.

In Many Tongues. 


In English, German, Bulgarian, 
Hungarian, Finnish, Chinese and 
many other tongues. this story of 
how Communist Czechoslovakia 
sent Associated Press correspond- 
ent Oatis to prison as a spy is 
booming out from the transmit- 
ters of the Voice of America. 

It is telling listeners behind the 

Iron Curtain what the defense 
might have been if the Commu- 
nists would permit a defense. In 
a series of broadcasts witness 
after witness is presented, court- 
room fashion, to testify in Oatis’s 
behalf. The program services 
section of the State Department's 
international broadcasting divi- 
sion already has begun broad- 
casting the testimony in the 
Czech language. Broadcasts in 
many other languages are to 
follow. 
_ Witness after witness, ques- 
tioned by a man posing as de- 
fense counsel, testifies to an un- 
Shakeable belief that Oatis was 
forced to confess to spying be- 
cause he did an objective job of 
reporting in the land of a once 
proud people now in the iron 
grip of Red rule. 

When the AP chief ef bureau 
in Prague was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to 10 years, the 


The defense counsel calls Jan 
Papanek, United Nations dele- 
gate from Prague when Czecho- 
slovakia was free, now a political 


Papanek testifies that Oatis, by 
doing his job as any good report- 
er would, violated a section of 


criminal code which makes dis- 
semination of any information 
spying, unless the information is 
specifically released by the gov- 
ernment, The law, says the diplo- 
mat, “is so contrived that if the 
Communists chose to do so they 
could find every man who ever 
asked a question guilty of es- 
pionage. 

Why did they try Oatis? 

Papanek testifying: “With the 
arrest of Oatis, the Communists 
succeeded in forcing the depar- 
ture of every representative of 
the Western press. The trial it- 
self was used as a sounding board 
for the most vicious propaganda 
against the West — against the 
United States in particular. Most 
important, the sentencing of 
Oatis and those Czechs who were 
said to have worked with him 
provided a fearful example to any 
Czech citizens who still wished to 
be friendly toward America or 
Americans.” 

Another Witness Called. 


The defense calls Ben Bassett, 
foreign news editor of the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

Bassett: “The Associated Press 
relies on the integrity of its re- 
porters to get the truth. Why, 
we wouldn’t have any man on our 
staff, in the United States or in 
the foreign bureaus, who would 
accept at face value another 
man’s report of an event, an or- 
ganization’s handout, or a gov- 
ernment bulletin. Every story, no 
matter what its source, has to be 
checked and verified. That’s the | 


Communist court, permitting no 
defense, gave the distinct im- 
pression that all testimony was | 
carefully rehearsed and the re- 
sult would be a foregone conclu- | 
sion. | 
“Voice” Presents Defense. 


What would the defense have | 
heen? The Voice presents it thus. 
as it might have been: 

Defense counsel calls Oatis’s 
wife, the former Laurabelle Zack, | 
whose testimony was recorded at | 
her home in St. Paul, Minn. 

Mrs. Oatis tells the story of 
her romance with an ambitious 
young reporter who wanted to be 
a foreign correspondent and 
made the grade. She recalls his 
enthusiasm when he was as- 
signed to London and then to 
Prague. He knew the dangers— 
three other AP men before him 
had been expelled from Czecho- 
slovakia—but, he told her: “I’m 
not going to let the political cli- 
mate affect my job. I’m going 
there with an open mind about 
the regime. I want to get at the 
truth—the real truth.” 

“Bill,” says Mrs. Oatis, in a 
Message he may never hear, “I 
want you to know that I’m wait- 
ing for you, and I'll continue 
waiting, for as long as it takes 
for the doors of Pankrac prison 
to open and set you free.” 

The defense calls Dr. RBawrence 
Kubie to the stand. He is a 
psychiatrist who was a member 
of the Committee on War Neu- 
rosis and Psychology of the Na- 
tional Research Council. He has 
made an exhaustive study of the 
Communist “confession”  tech- 
nique, working with persons who 
underwent that treatment. The 
defense counsel then goes on: 

Psychiatrist Questioned. 

Question: Dr. Kubie, you are 
familiar with the trial of William 
Oatis before the Communist court 
in Prague. In your professional 
opinion, did his confession follow 
the usual pattern? 

Answer: That is a rather gen- 
eral question, but I shall try to 
answer it specifically. I should 
say yes, in attitude and verbiage, 
the Oatis confession followed the 
usual pattern. 

‘Q. Dr. Kubie, based upon your 
clinical work with former politi- 
cal prisoners of the Co 


mmunist 
States, can you tell us briefly what ov 


may have happened to William 
Oatis behind the scenes in Pank- 
rac prison? 

A. I believe I can. The key to 
the conféssiori is to exhaust the 
prisoner. As far as we can tell, 
the most effective device is not 
pain or torture, but exhaustion 
and fear and an overwhelming 
sense of desertion. 

Generally speaking, they begin 
insidiously, with rather harmless 
, questions which the person can 
answer easily. There is no great 
sense of strain at first. Fresh 
intetrogators are brought in. The 
questioning takes on a more omi- 
nous tone. The process is con- 
tinuous. It goes on day and night 
until the prisoner breaks. Some- 
times this takes only a few days, 
sometimes weeks and months. 

. All during the interrogation the 
prisoner is“ in extreme discom- 
fort. He is never allowed to re- 


'way a free press operates.” 


The prosecution had made 


‘much of an alleged “secret” tele-

The defense 
calls A. I. Goldberg, one of 
Oatis’s predecessors as Associ- 
ated Press chief in Prague. 
Goldberg: “That phone number 
could hardly have been more 
available to the Czech govern- | 
ment if it had been installed in 
their own ministry of informa- | 
tion.” | | 
Goldberg points out that the | 
Associated Press offices were 
rented from a man named Knetl, 
a government employe, who want- 
ed to be sure he could keep his 
telephone because they are hard 
to get in Prague. Goldberg agreed 
to keep it, along with the Asso- 
ciated Press’s other telephones, 
and let it stay listed in Knetl’s 
name. He informed the Post Of- 
fice, the press section of the For- 
eign Ministry, the press section 
of the Information Ministry, the 
press office of the Interior Min- 
istry and a number of other min- 
istries about the phone. 
What about the charge that for- 
mer Prague bureau chief Nathan 
Polowetzky instructed Oatis, be- 
fore the Prague assignment, on 
spy procedure?

He is a Phi Beta Kappa from 
the College of Commerce of the 
University of California, where 
he got his B.S. degree in 1924, 
and in 1932 a Ph.D. in econom- | 
ics. In the interval he worked | 
for a time in a San Francisco | 
bank and taught economics. 

He came to Washington as an 
economist for the Tariff Com- 
mission in 1964; left it in 1943 
to become research director of 
the Office of Inter-American Af- | 
fairs for two years and then, in 
1945, was special assistant to the 
secretary of commerce on inter- 
national affairs. For a time in 
1946 before he was named chair- 
man of the Philippine War Dam- | 
age Commission he was an ad- 
viser on the Far East to the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. 


In the course of these many 
duties he had special assignments 
which took him to the Philippine 
islands in 1935-36 as chairman 
of a State Department committee 
to survey the economic impact 
of independence of the Philip- 
pines; to India in 1942 as execu- 
tive of a mission which explored 
the potentialities of increasing 
that country’s production of muni- 
tions; to Latin America to survey 
its capacities in the development 
of strategic war materials. 

Since boyhood he has had an 
interest in the development of 
river valley resources. He -was 
born in Arizona’s Salt river val- 
ley and as a young boy saw it trans- 
formed from a desert to fertile 
farm land by the Roosevelt Dam’s 
irrigation waters, and in his 
youth his parents moved to the 
San Fernando valley of Califor- 
nia, where he saw the same trans- 
formation occur when irrigation 
water became available there. 


“As a result of those early 
experiences,” he said, “and as 
a result of my subsequent train- 
ing and experience, I have been 
deeply interested in the co- 
ordinated development of river 
valley resources. 


“To utilize fully the two basic 
resources — land and water — 
there must not only be a plan 
for fleod control and naviga- 
tion, but alse for power pro- 
duction. The Tennessee valley 
has proved that these three go 
hand in hand.” 

One of the things that appealed 
to him most strongly about the 
TVA, Waring said, was that its 
program was worked out on dem- 
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ocratic principles with the people

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USH-PULL” has saved a life! 

Last July 15 you read in PARADE about a new 
method of artificial respiration called “push-pull” 
that was successful on human guinea pigs at the University 
of Illinois. 

Now, “push-pull” has been used on a man hit by light- 
ning here. : 

For months the Washington Fire Department’s Rescue 
Squad experimented with “push-pull.” Then one day last 
month Thomas B. Hatton, Jr., 49, who works for a trucking 
company, was walking home from his job. Suddenly a 


‘violent electrical storm broke. Hatton ducked under a tree 


—a dangerous thing to do—and was struck down when a bolt 
of lightning hit the tree. A few minutes later rescue workers 
found him lying face-down in a flooded street. 

@ Hatton's pulse and heart could not be felt. Rescue workers 
put an inhalator on him, but he seemed to be dead. “I 
thought he was a goner for sure,” said Rescue Captain John 
M. Danskey. “Then, we figured this would be a good time 
to try the new ‘push-pull’ method.” . 

@ One of the rescuers placed Hatton on his stomach with 
his arms outstretched, lifted him several inches, lowered 
him, then pressed in, repeating the process rhythmically. 
@ In 30 minutes Hatton was breathing easily. The next 
morning in the hospital (see picture, left), Hatton said he 
felt, “just fine.”

Old Methods Still Used 


UT ONE EDUCATOR flatly declares: “There's no 

doubt that in the overwhelming percentage 

of schools old behavior discipline methods are 
still being practiced.” 

What’s happening in some of the other 
better-run schools—the ones in which kids are 
never slapped or stood up with their faces 
against the wall? 

@ In the answer to that question lies an excit- 
ing story of a new approach in education—an 
approach that many educators feel will mean 
happier, better-rounded lives for millions of 
American kids. 

@ It’s called “modern education” and it’s crop- 
ping up all over the U.S.—from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. Parents, teachers, and school admini- 
strators are proving that in “modern educa- 
tion,” kids don’t have to be mistreated in order 
to be “good” students. 

@ The new approach is spreading in cities like 
Tulsa, Newton, Mass.; Arlington, Va.; Denver, 
Battle Creek, Mich. Other communities are fol- 
lowing their example. 

What is “modern education?” 

One authority at Columbia Teachers College 
in New York City defined it this way: 

“We find out what. the child is ready and 
able to learn—and what he ought to be learning. 
Then we build the curriculum around that. 

“In the courses themselves, every child must 
become interested in some phase of work. 

“He must understand what he is doing and 
want to do it. When you have that kind of pro- 
gram—not the kind where the child is spoon-fed 


stuff he doesn’t care about—you’ll find the dis- 
cipline problem cut down sharply.” 

So, in modern education, the aim is to get the 
kid so interested in what he is doing that he 
doesn’t want or have time to raise the roof. 

But how does the modern approach work in 
every day school work? 

@ Bronxville, N. Y.,has one of the outstanding 
“modern” schools in the U.S. Many educators 
throughout the country are enthusiastic in 
their praise of the Bronxville setup. 

. A casual walk through the school (see pic- 
tures) would reveal this: 


® Kids in Bronxville learn arithmetic—but not 
by having it thumped into them by a teacher 
who stands up in front of them for a solid class 
session. 

e Arithmetic is made fun for the youngsters. 
In one class they-have a “bank.” A student 
banker keeps the “books” and each child has 
a “bank book.” The “deposits” consist largely 
of their bus fares. 

Not only do those kids (4th graders) learn 
how to add, subtract, multiply and divide, but 
they also learn the importance of keeping their 
budgets in order. Other grades have similar 
math projects. And tests show that Bronxville 
kids learn just as much as or more math than 
any group of kids in the US:! 


it’s a New World 
Spree AT BRONXVILLE becomes a fascinating 


new world to students. From the 4th grade ~ 


on, kids raise their own pets right in school. 
By doing that, they learn about nutrition, 

respiration, how the animal’s body is built and 

how animals reproduce. 

@ Even in kindergarten; the children are 


taught science—blowing water into a bottle and 


“watching it come out of a tube. 


@ And the high school children look at the 
moon through a 6-inch telescope using an old 
auto fly wheel and a lens they ground them- 
selves. 
@ Bronxville has psychological counseling, too, 
for kids who may have come from troubled 
homes and show the effects of those homes in 
their classroom work. 


In a Midwestern community, the psychologi- — 


cal counseling unit (another feature of modern 
education) went to work with the two boys, 
Jim and Bill. 

The team discovered that Jim never was a 
sez case. He simply had a normal curiosity about. 
sex—a harmiess curiosity that is common to 
children at certain ages. 


Jim had merely expressed his curiosity where- 


as most of the children in his classes had been 
trained not to. 

@ In school, Jim was talked to by the phycholo- 
gist and continued—a happy healthy boy. So did 


Bill when his teacher gave him such an inter- 


child's mental health is taking root in the na- 
tion’s schools. 

In Denver, the city school system. is operated 
on this philosophy: kids must understand why 
they’re being taught specific subjects. Learn- 
ing “has to make sense” to the youngsters. 


Learn about Family Problems 


N BATTLE CREEK, Mich., 9th graders take part 
in a “community living program.” Typical 
“family situations” are set up in the classroom 
with students acting as different members of 
the family. . 

@ In Newton, Mass., one phase of its program 
takes in “career conferences.” Students at the 
8th and 9th grade levels sit down with their 
parents and teachers and discuss careers. 

@ Those are just a few of the examples of 
“modern education” at work—education that is 
fully-rounded to meet the student’s needs. 

@ When schools develop such programs they go 
a long way toward making discipline “take care 
of itself.” 

That comes from such authorities as Kenneth 
E. Oberholtzer, Denver superintendent of 
schools and Howard V. Funk, Bronxville school 
superintendent. 

But the community has a job to do too—in 
establishing good schools.

A NEW DRUG which may offer re- 
lief for many illnesses is available. 
It has been tried in osteomyelitis 
(a bone disorder that often hits 
children); tuberculous abscesses, 
infected wounds or ulcers,.severe 
burns, some cases of sinusitis, 
empyema (accumulation of pus in 
the chest) and in other pus-form- 
ing disorders. The new drug, called 
Varidase, is injected into the 


troubled area. It thins the pus 
quickly — often overnight. After 
that, the way is cleared for treat- 
ment of the illness with antibi- 
otics. Varidase has even saved lives.
